HE SPCLTITION OF HOLLAND

During the early staree of the occumatlon of Helland, an ancrmous
numbar of comnmloslons, ete., deseonded on Holland to rocure tho capacity,
supplios, oguipmont, ete., of Duteh plants for the neede of the indlvidual
German wlant or groun. This unerganized epeliatlon conflileted with the
aim of tho ‘rmod forces of preserving the Duteh aconewy ag a polns concern
for the direct noods of the Army, Alr Vores, and lavy. On 1h .upust 1940,
tharefore, tho Armed oreces Hich Commander for tha Hotherlands lasund
an order prohiblbing unauthorlzed intarforonce with the economy of the
tlethorlandes Under this order, all transactions were to be handled through
the Armament Inapectorabe for the Netherlands, the Plenipotentiary for
liotor T'ransport (GKB), anl agencias of the tlenlvotentiary for iconemicg
(WB) for the Hetharlands, ropresentin: the intersszts of the ferman Hinisbry

of liconomics.

ACTIVITIES OF THE GERMAN ABMAMENTS INSPECTORAT. IN 1940

The CGerman .‘rmament Inspoctorate (19l0) for the Netherlands con-
sisted of 7 officers, 16 clvilian orficials, 16 enlisted men, and 8
civilian employeces. By late May-early June 1940, nepotiations were already
in vrogress with Dubeh firms concerning the production of war material
for the German Armed Forces. Dubch resistance, such as it was, was
qui.ckly negated by direct intervention.

By 2 June 1940, 98 plants have been investipated, 61 of which could

be considered foy military production. This wae based on German seizure of

production originally intended for the Duteh armed foress.
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By the end of Qetober 1740, a Tuteh laber force of 112,000 had bean
asnt to Germany, ineluding gome k,5.0 meialwork specialiste. Added to

Alge in October, an adddtional 70,000 squave meters ef' torpedo-

June 1942 == fecording to an official Geman decroe, all Jews in
bho age groun 10-4U rosident in Holland ere cubjeet to deportation.
In order to avoid disruption in the fextils, loather, anl junk busi-
negass, the Armament Lnspectorate has reached an apreement with the
appropriate branch of the Security Service (Sicherheitsdients - D) where-
by 2,500 Jews will be provisionally relnstated.

The Armament Inspectorate finds it necessary again to warn the
auwbhorities in the Reich to place the skilled workers sent to Germany

on the jobs for which they are fibtted, and not to treat them as unskilled

laborers, as has previously been the case.
